500 IN COUNTRY 


Traffic Accidents And 
Brownings Exacted 
Largest Toll

The largest num ber of F ourth of 
July accidents in recent years oc­ 
curred in the U nited S tates as the 
nation celebrated the 155th anniv er­ 
sary of its birth. 
Close to 500 p ersons 
lost 
their 
fives irom various causes in the two 
uay 
celebration. 
Fatalities 
irom 
fireworks were but six or anly one- 
hall ol w hat they were in 1930. 
Automobile accidents and drow n- 
mgs were by far more num erous this 
year. 
One hundred and sixty p er- 
_ons, lured to the highways, p erished 
in m otor car m ishap s, com p ared to 
righty-one last year, while drowning 
iatalities totalled 181. alm ost three 
times as m any p ersons 
lost 
their 
lives in the w ater as com p ared w ith 
1930 when the total was 57. Tw enty- 
tour died irom the h eat while four- 
ecn were killed in airp lanes. 
The total of deaths from all causes 
is shown in reixirts from the entire 
:ountry gathered by the Associated 
Press was 483. 
T his was 304 more 
h an died in the 1930 celebration. 
The m id-A tlantic section 
of

:ountry had the greatest loss of life, 
v ilh a total of 143. 
T he m id-w est 
vas second with 106, and the Pacific 
toast states, third w ith ninety-one.

As the holiday crowds, num bering 
hundreds of thousands, sp read along 
nearly 50 miles of winding seacoast, 
life guards kep t a close watch for 
bodies w hich may have been swirled 
out by th e ocean currents and later 
released to be carried back to the 
shore.

T he convict A rthur A. Miller, had 
dieted for two m onths to reduce his 
waist line so young H ill’s clothing 
would fit him the W arden said. An 
added injury to the W arden’s fam ­ 
ily was th at he took one of the son’s 
best golf clubs w ith hi m as an added 
touch to his n atty ap p earance, 
‘T il get th a t fellow back here, 
though,” W arden Hill said today, “If 
its the last thing I ever do. 
Why, I 
even trusted him so m uch th a t I 
made him my p ersonal barber w ith 
lot sof liberties—and see the way he 
rep aid me. 
"O ne 
lucky thing 
is th a t 
there 
w asn’t any money in the clothing he 
took. 
A nother thing, h e’ll have a 
h ard tim e to bum rides or beg food 
dressed in such a good suit.” 
M iller entered the p ruson 12 years 
ago to serve a life sentence since be­ 
coming a trusty sev eral years ago, 
he was allowed free access to W ar­ 
den H ill’s quarters. 
Selecting Indep endence Day for his 
walk to freedom, M iller w ent into 
the W arden’s home a sif about his 
duties. 
He donned silk underw ear, 
socks, a white shirt, blue tie, shoes, 
suit and p anam a h a t which H ills 
son had laid out. 
T hen he p icked up the golf club 
and walked across the p rison yard, 
clip p ing off a dandelion occasionally. 
He nodded cheerfully to guards a t the 
p enitentiary gate and they, thinking 
he was a visitor, let him out. 
W atch out for good-looking, well 
diessed m an w ith a large 
ap p etite,”

'H ill told p olice of nearby 
tow ns and cities. 
"H e'll be eating 
heav ily to get back som e of the 20 
I>ounds he starv ed oil to get into 
my sons clothes. 
"Also he p robably will act a little 
lost. 
H e’s been in p rison since 1919,

Wo men who have been economically independent dislike 
asking a man 
for money to buy a powder puff or get a per­ 
manent wave. 
They have no special yearning to be sub­ 
servient to a man’s wishes, either. 
Th<> day of the liege- 
lo rd, and sweet Alice who trembled in fear when Ben Bolt 
fro wned, is as far-gone as smelling salts and other relics of 
the dear, dead days beyond recall. So. Dr. Potter has found 
it. 
There is something a little dangerous in this situation. 
Tho se girls and women who have reached the stage of econ­ 
omic success which makes them hesitate to ex change a 
desk fo r a sto ve are as a rule the most gifted and capable 
o f their sex. 
If they wo uld apply the same ability which they have 
used to achieve a successful career to the making of their 
ho mes, they wo uld have equal success. 
Even greater, for a 
wo man is mo re at home by a hearth than a typewriter, in 
spite o f the so-called emancipation that she likes 
to talk 
abo ut. 
It isn’t women that are at fault so much as it is the insti­ 
tutio n o f marriage. 
People forget sometimes that there are 
two personalities involved. 
1 he twain shall become one 
flesh, the ministers say, but no one has yet discovered two I 
minds with but a single thought. 
And it is the woman who 
errs just as often as it is the man. Sin* forgets to 
live up to 
her part of the companionship, home-making bargain. 
It is the knowledge, though, that she will be tempted to 
do this that makes her afraid to take a chance. 
Still, it would seem that Dr. Potter needn’t worry 
to o ser­ 
iously as long as there are summer moons, pink organdies, 
star-splashed beaches and crooning tenors in the world. The 
old biological urge is stronger than the economic.

CUTTING THE COST OF WHEAT. 
The necessity for reducing production costs has been 
learned by American wheat farmers, and a large part of the 
1931 Wheat crop should be marketed at a profit despite cur­ 
rent low market quotations says a bulletin issued by the 
Union Trust Company of Cleveland. 
Group and corporation larm chemes have been develop­ 
ed, and in some cases have been able to raise wheat at a 
cost of 26 vents a bushel. 
3'hese systems are better suited 
for western wheat fields than for those in the east; the east­ 
ern wheat grower, consequently, finds little light in his sky. 
il mechanization and large-scale 
production can, over 
wide areas, reduce the cost of raising wheat to the figure 
quoted by the bank, there is little doubt that America can 
hold its own as one of the world’s wheat sources. 
It will be

this path.

disco very o f the tubercle bacillus In 
1882. 
Thus far the results have no t 
been very enco uraging. 
Vo n Behring, who disco vered dip h ­ 
theria antito x in, also attem pted to 
cattle. 
He used living gi rrns o f the 
pro duce a 
tuberculo sis 
vaccine 
fo r 
hum an type, because these do no t 
pro duce disease In the co w. 
By m eans o f this vaccine he su c­ 
ceeded in m aking cattle resistant to 
tuberculo sis. 
T he im m unity , ho w - 
fver, was no t lasting, and because 
the g e r m s o f the vaccine were liv­ 
ing and were so m etim es 
ex creted 
with the co w ’s milk, the practice was 
abando ned. 
Pro fiting by Vo n B ehring's ex peri­ 
m ents w ith the co ws, Pro fesso r C al- 
mt tte attem pted to apply the sam e 
principles to hum ans. 
He used bacilli o f the bo vine type 
o f tuberculo sis, w hich do no t cause 
an active o r serio us fo rm o f 
dis­ 
ease in hum ans. 
He further w eak­ 
ened 
the 
disease-pro ducing po vlers 
o f these germ s by cultivating them 
r diet o f o x -bile and po -
